For one s baby to have a convul­ 
sion is thv most terrifying exper­ 
ience a mother can have. 
Yet convulsions are among the 
more common events in the lives 
of infants. 
And 
in 
a large percentage of 
cases children come out of con­ 
vulsions unharmed. 
A child in convulsions works the 
muscles of his face. jaw. arms and 
legs in short. Jerky movements. 
He may roll his eyes up or they 
may have a staring appearance. 
Frequently 
he 
froths 
at 
the 
mouth. 
Or the infant may become rigid. 
He breathes heavily. 
His face becomes hue or purple 
Truly, it is an alarming moment 
for the motlier. 
Most convulsions last 
for 
less 
than live minutes. 
Therefore, the immediate danger 
is over before the doctor arrives. 
But convulsions are not a dis­ 
ease. 
They are symptoms of trouble 
They are frequently symptoms of 
digestive disturbances, more rarely 
of meningitis, infantile paralysis, or 
the start of some infectious disease 
I such as scarlet fever. 
So while the immediate danger 
of a convulsion is not serious, it is 


a symptom of something wrong. 
The doctor will have to determine 
; what, caused it and suggest a rem- 
I <?dy.

Expert Personnel Sought To 
Run Government; 
W ould 
Improve Public Service 


New York—The development of 
an expert personnel to operart* the 
machinery of government and thus 
to Improve the prestige of public 
service was outlined as the object 
of a study to be made by the social 
science research council. 
Dr Luther Gulick, director of the 
institute of public administration, 
who will be director of research on 
the commission appointed by the 
council to conduct the survey, ex­ 
plained the purpose of the study 
to a group of editors at a luncheon 
In the Waldorf-Astoria. 
The feeling that the present sys­ 
tem of government administration 
was not adapting itself to changing 
economic conditions, Doctor Gulick 
said, was shown by the demands for 
"high-grade personnel” in govern­ 
ment service.
